` The experience of being disabled has opened my eyes to what disabled people have to put up with 
day to day and the obstacles and abuse put in place by the “caring professions”. The worst 


discrimination | experienced was by health care professionals and the most helpful and kind people 
were Joe Bloggs on the street. 


The recent press focus on disabled “benefits cheats”, to the exclusion of any other disability issues 
seems to have had a corrosive effect on attitudes to the disabled and ATOS seems to be at the 
forefront of accusing people of this, rightly or wrongly and with no regard for the effect on those 
wrongly accused. The paralymics are showing publicly that disabled people are normal people, not 
fakers and scroungers as they have recently been portrayed. Hopefully this will be a changing point 
for attitudes and ATOS will come under closer scrutiny as to their “assessment” methods. 
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Reminiscent of the Third 
Reich Eugenicists, the 
'Con-Dem' government 
would have you believe 
that the sick & disabled are an unsustainable luxury, who 
we can no longer afford to support. ; 
Official Paralympics sponsor Atos holds a £100 million a 
year contract to carry out 'fitness to work' tests on some of 
societies most vulnerable people. This is part ofa 
government austerity drive, whose main objective appears 
to be to cull benefit claiments. í 
This scheme has driven many sick & disabled people into 
hardship, poverty & despair and in some cases even to 
suicide or premature death. 
These tests carried out by Atos are unfair 'one size fits alll’ 
tests which do not distinguish between individual 
conditions & show no understanding of a patient's 
daignosis at all. 
Out of the 738,000 assessments carried out by Atos last 
year, 40% of their decisions were appealed 
against of which 62% of Atos decisio. 
were overturned
